Impressive Ceremonies Before 


a-Large Assemblage at 


Adams Sunday. 


MEMORABLE DATS THAT TOWN. 


The Bishop and Many Priests and Pastors 


Present, 
Strong Sermon by Rev. 


rather Walsh ot Boston. What 


was Placed in the Stone. 


Sunday, May 17,1896, will be an impor- 


tant day in the history of the Catholics of 
Adams, because of the beautiful and 
impressive ceremonies connected with 
the laying of the corner stone of the 
handsome edifice which is being erected 
for the worship of God. 


The weather was threatening during the 


entire morning and before 2 o'clock a 
heavy fall of rain caused much aimoynnce. 
But a little before 3 o'clock, at which hour 
the service began, the sky brightened and 
the sun burst forth again and .shone 
brightly until after all was over. 
Fully 


3000 people wore present. 


At the appointed hour the jn'oceiiion 


moved from Kav. Father Mora n's residence 
on the hill above the church tc the build- 
ing. 
Father Moran and architect James 


Murphy of Providence were in the lead. 
Then came the altar boys of St. Clmrlas' 
church, folllowcd by Right Kcv. Thomas 
D. Heaven, bishop of the Springfield dio- 
cese, and these priests: Fathers MeRenna 
of Marlboro, N. R. Walsh of the Cathe- 
dral at Boston, McLauglin ofPittsfleld, 
Walsh of Kasthampton, Murphy of East 
Brookficld, Stone of Chicopee Falls, J. J. 
McCoy of Chicopee, Murphy of Lee, Boy- 
Ion of Pittsfield and Coyne of this town. 
They took seats upon the platform, where 
there were already a few citizens and these 
local pastors: Kev. A. B. Pcnniman of the 
Congregational, O.I. Darling of the Uni- 
versalist and Mr. Boyce of Thinity Metho- 
dist church. 


The ceremonies were opened with the 


singing of "Veni Creator" by St. Charles 
choir, assisted by Miss Julia Allen of the 
New York Conservatory of Music. 


Kev. 
Fr. N. B. Walsh preached the ded- 


icatory sermon and gave an eloquent 
explanation of the Catholic faith. 


Fr. Walsh is a finished speaker and 


with his clear, round voice, eloquent de- 
livery 
and carefully enunciation he 


preached as grand and eloquent a sermon 
as it has been the pleasure of Adams peo- 
ple to hear. The sermon was carefully 
prepared and Fr. Walsh held the closest 
attention of the vast assemblage. 


He began by defining faith as a belief in 


mystery. All nature, even the universe 
Itself, is a mystery, proved and accepted 
by us, by our reason. Man lives not by 
reason and experiment as much as by 
faith, which leads us back to the first 
principles of knowledge. At the start, in 
investigation, we begin with a mystery 
and after all is done it ends in a mystery. 
Science finds it can go so far and no far- 
ther, and reason calls a verdict in favor of 
God in the end. Religion started from 
the divine mind, and since no man of 
himself has been able to institute a relig- 
ion entire and make it a success solely on 
his tenets, < it must come from the un- 
known, from a superior being. 


The Christian religion sprang from the 


teachings of Christ, and the religion of 
Christ is charity and mercy, the brother- 
hood of Christ under the fatherhood of 
God. 
In establishing His church, Christ 


gave to Peter and his successors the 
strength and unity of his flock inachurch 
against which the powers of hell should 
not prevail, the enunciation of faith in 
Christ and Christ in His church. 


Father Walsh then devoted some time 


to the sacrifices of the primitive church, 
its struggles and trinmps, and its final ex- 
tension of the word of God throughout 
the world. The church in tlie past, was 
one, it is so today, and the condition of life 
gathered about the new edifice were repre- 
sentative of tbe varying conditions of 
church membership throughout tht- a^e*-, 
many minds with d)fl'erin<j talents tiuil 
means of livlihood, nevertheless it is one 
because it adhered to one authority in- 
stead of accepting private and multitu- 
dinous interpretations of the Scriptures. 
Unity of fait li is necessary to the salva- 
tion of the people and unity of faith must 
look toward some central authority, 
in 


this the Catholic church looks to Home, 
where sits the successor of Peter. 


The preacher spoke of the grace of 


God as the verifying principle, and traced 
that grace through the sacraments ot the 
church. He closed with congratulations 
to the people of the parish and yished 
them success in their efforts to further 
one faith and one God upon earth through 
the intercession of the sovereign pontiff. 


When Fr. Walsh bad finished, Bishop 


Beavcn Hissed the stone and building 
and then many of the people crowded 
upon the floor of the steucture and all 
received his blessing. 
The collection 


was taken by visiting priests and the 
people 
responded 
giUerously. 
The 


handsome solid silver trowel which 
Bishop Beaven us:d't> lay the stone, 
will be given to the person who contri- 
buted the largest amount. 


The new church will be St. Thomas' 


church and the stone bears this name and 
the year. Ou one side is a c ross. A cop- 
per box was placed inside and this box 
contained beside copies of the TJIAN- 
SCKIPT, Herald and Freeman, papers and 
coins, a Latin manuscript of which the 
following is u. translation: "Thii corner 
stone was laid on the 17th day of May, 
1896, Pope Leo XIII gloriously reigning, 
by Right Rcverand Tho:nas D. Bcaven, 
bishop of the diocese of Springfield. 
Rev. 
Father Dennis C. Moran, pastor; 


Rev. Father M. J. Coyuc, assistant; James 
Murphy of Providence R. I., architect; 
Toomey and Shea of Holyoke, builders; 
Grover (love and, 
president of tbe 


United States; Frederick T. Greenhalge, 
Governor of Massachusetts; Roger Wol- 
cott, acting governor of Massachusetts; 
George Shand, Ezra N. Joiei and Will- 
iam C. Ainslie, selectmen of Adams."

CAMBRIDGE'S FIFTY YEARS. 


The following interesting facts concern- 


ing Cam bridge's celebration of fifty years 
jf city government are sent us by the 
mayor o f the interesting old university 
town. 


In tht Commonwealth of Massachusetts 


there is not a more interesting city than 
bcautiinl, historic Cambridge, the home 
af literature, science, art, public order and 
cood government. Settled in 1030, in* 
lew weeks it will have completed fifty 
years o! its life as a city. 


This 1' ftieth birthday anniversary of the' 


city of ( a-/abridge is not to be passed over 
by a simple notice, but will be celebrated 
by its citizens with appropriate exercises 
in the schools, with parades, illumina- 
tions, decorations, the ringing of bells, 
the firing of salutes, with athletic events, 
receptions and banquets, all of which will 
occupy two days, and during which time 
the whole city will devote itself to one 
grand, -ala holiday. The celebration will 
occur June 2 and 3, and will be the 
prouclc'-t event in the history of corporate 
Cambridge; it will be one of the largest 
celebrations ever undertaken by a city of 
New Euglend outside of Boston, and from 
a commercial standpoint, certainly, the 
event v, ill be one of much interest to all 
Jfew England cities and towns. 


The opening day of the celebration will 


be observed by exercises in all the public 
achool<< of the city, and in various halls 
where addresses incident to the occasion 
will be made. A tree will be planted, to 
commemorate the occasion, also, and on 
the set nnd day there will be exercises for 
the children on Cambridge common. In 
the evening of the first day there will be 
a grand public meeting in some suitable 
hall, TV here speeches will be made, and a 
musical and literary entertainment given. 


The principal events of the celebration 


will occur on the second day. 
The exer- 


cises -will commence by the ringing ol 
bells, and the firing of salutes. 
The par- 


ade will start on that morning about 10 
o'clock, and will be escorted by the 5th 
regiment, M. V. M., of which Mayor 
Eancroft is colonel, under the commanc 
of Lit utenant Colonel Whitney. ' The 
rest of the parade will be chiefly of t 
civic a nd trades nature, and some hand 
some displays are promised. At the con- 
clusion of the parade a banquet will be 
served A portion of this second day is to 
be gh en to athletic events in which quite 
a number of well-known amateurs will 
take part. In the evening there will be a 
fine display of fire-works on Cambridge 
and R ndge fit-Ids, and the exercises wll 
close v,ithn public reception to be held 
in some prominent hall, and at which 
Gov. 
\V~olcott will be present.

mendously since its incorporation in May 
tftlS. 
It bad then a population of ubou 


$8,000. It has now S3,0'JO; it has taxable 
prop< rty to the amount of 582,000,000; its 
tax rate is *13.70, and it has property ex 
empt from taxation, valued at nearly 


O'JO. The eity has an area of nearly 
square nrjiles; it hns 98 miles o 
101 miles, of fine streets, and 


.f water pipe. Its costly city hall 
table public library, and its manua 


training school, were the gifts of Frederick 
H. Ilii.dge, whose wealth lias done a grea 
deal towards the educational and genera 
advancement of Cambridge.

EDITOR TEANSOBIPT:—The 
argument 


gainst woman suffrage made by Rev. Dr. 
T. T. Mungor of New Haven, an abstract of 
which was lately published by the NORTH 
ADAMB TRANSCRIPT, raises a number of 
nteresting points, which it is quite worth 
bile for the advocates of equal rights for 


women to answer. At the request of 
adies of North Adams, I ask the courtesy 
if the TTANSCUIPT for space to present 
he other side. 
Dr. Muuaer says: "If the great majority 


>f women ask to be admitted to the duties 
and functions of full citizenship, they will 
not bo refused." Qocrge William Curtis 
vrote, years ago: 


"The assertion that when a majority of 


women ask for equal political rights they 
vill be granted, is a confession that there 
s no conclusive reason against then; shar- 
ng them. And, if that be so, how can 
heir admission rightfully depend upon 
,he majority? Why should the woman 
who does not care to vote prevent the 
'oting of her neighbor who does? Why 
could a hundred girls who are content to 
>e dolls and do what Mrs. Grundy expects, 
irejudice the choice of a single one who 
wishes to be a woman, and do what her 
conscience requires?" 


Dr. Munger says the responsibility of 


deciding the question rests with 
the 


women, and that it is the duty of men to 
urnish them with material to aid them in 
unking up their minds. Since men alone 
have made the laws regulating the suf- 
rages and since men alone can alter these 
aws so as to permit women to vote, it 
seems to me that the responsibility rests 
where the power rests, i. e., with the 
men, and it is the duty of women to fur- 
nfsh them with material to aid them in 
making up their minds. These letters to 
the TRANSCRIPT are intended as a small 
contribution toward that object. 


Dr. Munger asks: "Are not fie wor^t 


Features ot our poHWcil lUe to.liy due t > 
our exc-.Biive use of tie suffrage? * "- 
We have allo wed men to vo e bee mse 
;hey were men, and not because they 
wtr3 men fit to vote." 


The f ict that unfit psople have been 


admitted is no reason for excluding peo- 
ple who ara fit. Suppose the doorkeeper 
at a lecture were carelessly to let a num. 
ber of men slip in who had nj tickets. 
Then when a woman who had a ticket 
presented herself, would he be justified in 
saying to her, "No, no, madam, I have 


^en careless and admitted people who 


had no business here. You can't go in; I 
have let too many people in alrealy." If 
people ought to bo admitted to suffrage not 


because they are men," but te;ause 


they are fit to vote, many women could 
show the best sort of a ticket. 


Again, it must be remembered Shat 


these unfit people are already in, and 
cannot be got out. 
The practical ques- 


tisn arises, is there any way of neutraliz- 
ing the hatm they now do—any other 
vote that can be called into offset theirs'.' 
Dr. Munger, in speaking of the ignorant 
vote, evidontly has in'mind ch'isfly the 
ignorant foreign vote. 
He says: "Our 


elections are determined largely by voters 
who have hod no training under republi- 
can institutions." There is a difficulty 
here, undoubtedly; but it is a difficulty 
that would be lessened by woman suffrage 
rather than increased. It is said that out 
of every four immigrants who land at 
Castle Garden, three are men. 
Men are 


more adventurous, 
more enterprising, 


and more "foot-loose" 
than 
women. 


Hence a great many more foreign men 
than foreign women come to this coun- 
try. For the same reasons, a great many 
more Massachusetts men than Massachu- 
setts women go west. According to the 
United States census, there are in Massa- 
chusetts 401,365 women of native birth

Imperfection* That Arc Found In the In- 


struments Now In UBC. 


The bast possible two Ions objective, 


made from such materials os nre nt pres- 
ent obtainable in disks of any considerable 
liiai, Bins grievously iu not brineinR the 
light rays of different color to any single 
focus—it-s "nohroiuntlsm" is fur from ab- 
solute. In tho caso of this 10 inch lens tho 
greenish yellow rays come together at a 
point nearly six inches nearer to the lens 
than do the violet, so that tho imago of a 
bright star is surrounded by a strong pur- 
ple halo, whloh is usually pronounced 
"perfectly lovely" by a female tyro, but in 
an abomination to tho astronomer. It is 
particularly annoying in epectroscopio or 
photographic work, and whore such work 
is specially in hand iiho fact that the re- 
flector is entirely free from it, treating 
rays of every color impartially in tho mot- 
ter ot focus, goes far to condone its pecul- 
iar weaknesses. 


This imperfection oj the ordinary object 


glass is in no respect tho fault of tho opti- 
cian, but lies in the material itself. Ex- 
periments, subsidised by tha Gorman gov- 
ernment, have been going on at Jena dur- 
ing the last dozen years for the purpose ol 
remedying the evil, wltn special reforonoe, 
however, to the improvement of the micro- 
Hcope. In that complete success has been 
reached, nnd there is much reason to hop* 
that before very long it may become pos- 
sible to obtain varieties of glass which in 
combination will give satisfactory achro- 
matism and in disks of sufficients tsi/.o to 
permit tho construction of largo tolosoopic 
object glasses as perfect in their way as 
tho new ''apochromatic" m'nrossoplo ob- 
jectives nre in theirs. It will bo n Etsp al- 
most as important as was Dollond's inven- 
tion of the present achromatic Ions, 'j'hus 
far, 
however, no great success has been at- 


tained with teloscopes of any considerable 
magnitude, though an English firm ia now 
offering to mnke three lens objectives up 
to 20 inches i* diameter, which are adver- 
tised ns practically perfect in their achro- 
matism. A six inch Ions of this construc- 
tion has been very favorably reported on 
by Dr. Hoberts, and it Is perhaps not Im- 
possible that n new frn of telescope mak- 
ing may open with the new century.— 
North American Review.

A Warmth and Rlchneu of Tone One Can 


Find Nowhere XHse. 


Though I must nc^jfiit that South Af- 


rica, token as a wboi?, offers far lass to 
attract tho lover of natural boauty than 
does southern or western Europe or tha 
Pacific states of North America, there nrs 
two kinds of olmrm which it. possesses in 
a high degree, 
One Is that of color. Mo- 


notonous na the landscapes often are, there 
is n warmth and richness of tone about 
them which CJlsnml delights tho eye. One 
teies comparatively little of that pole gray 
llnioKtono which ?o often gives a hnrd and 
chilling aspect to tho scenery of tho lower 
ridges of the Alps nnd of largo parts of 
tho ooaasts of tl>8 Mediterranean. In Af- 
rion oven the gray granite has a deeper 
tono than these limestones, and it is fre- 
quently covered by rod nnd yellow lichens 
of wonderful btmiity. 


Tito dark basalts and porphyries which 


ocetir in so many places, tho rich red tint 
which the surface of tho sandstone rocks 
so often takes under the scorching sun, 
givo groat depth of lone to tho landscape, 
nml, though tho flood of midday sunshine 
is almost overpowering, tho lights o( 
morning and evening touching the moun- 
tains with every shade of rosonnd crimson 
nnd violot, are indescribably beautiful. It 
is in lh*?8 morning and evening hours 
that thi) charm of the pure, dry air is spe- 
cially felt.. Mountains 60 or SO miles away 
stand out clenrly enough to enable all the 
wealth of tiiolr color nnd nil the delicacy 
of their outlines to be perceived, and tho 
oyo realizes, by the exquisitely fine change 
of color tinge between the nearer and the 
moro distant ranges, the immensity and 
tho harmony of the landscape. 


Europeans may think that tho continu-

Among tho Italians of tlio sixtonnth end 
seventeenth centuries it was customary fur 
women to gho to thciir loyrrs rings u'hich 
coutui'H'd their portraits. Thpsoringswpro 
in 1ho 'onus of 1v;o clasped hands, in 
whioh a-,lJdcu spring concealed the pic- 
ture. 


Another quaint custom of tlio long neo 


vras thiit of breaking u ring for botnithol. 
Such rings were fashioned for tliapurpoFp, 
being made of two twin circles aud wove 
called giminnl rings, from the word ge- 
mclli, meaning twins. 
A ring of pure fold Fhn from her linpor tool;, 
And just in the mk'dlo the samu there folio 


broke.

Cu'-h joint is ndonicd with preciuusfitono," 
is etill 111 favor with a class in whom tho 
barbaric instinct is not ytt cstcrminftted, 
while m:;ny a modern belle, would [ike to 
wear, ns did the Kniprcsses Fmi&tina and 
Domituv, rinps wiiich cost &™00.000 and 
SoOO.noo. Aud Blip dees often wenr, as did 
her Human jirutolype, "fardonyxese, jas- 
pers nml emeralds on tlio juiuts of Jiov 
fingers." 


Such displays descrvo tho condemnation 


of a modern Seneca, but far the rings 
wo>ru in conscious or unconscious recogni- 
tion of Fume quaint old superstition or 
tender sentiment there should be only 
benediction. 


Such rings aro found upon the fingers 


of vvDinen wuliled to llui church and of 
women wcddod to the uipn they lo\e.

Thoje Who Make Them. 


Tbo Amatis turned out Instruments of 


great beauty, some, Indeed, being of In- 
noscrlbablo grace ami finish, but tho tone 
IB rathor soft — small and without " body, " 
as tho violinist would put it— mid for this 
reason their violins do not command the 
highest figures. A Nicola Aniatl may be 
had for from £30 to £300, according to 
size, pattern, preservation, pedigree, etc. 
A good Andreas Ainatl, more suitable for 
chamber than for ordinary concert usa, 
can bo got for £50. 
A-ndrcas, who died 


about 1077, was the founder of the Amatl 
family. 
Very few authentic Instruments 


of his malin aro extant, and those that do 
exist are not in a high state of preserva- 
tion. 
Nicola, tho grandson, was tho 


most eminent of tho namo, and ho In bo- 
sides deserving of social honor as having 
been the master of Stradivarius. Al- 
though 1m worked, ns a rule, on tho small 
pattern adopted by the rest of the Amatis, 
ho made some very fine large violins — tlio 
so called "grand Amatis" — which are, al- 
most worshiped in those days, and which 
hold tho field In tho matter o( prices. 
Evou during his lifetime his instruments 
were In high repute. Charles IX of France 
gave him an order for 13 violins, 6 violas 
and 6 'cellos, for his private band. 


Before tho French revolution (1789) 


most of these Instruments could bo seen 
In tho chapel royal, but after tho flays of 
tho Oth aud 6th of October, 179U, they all 
mysteriously disappeared, and their subse- 
quent history is uncertain. 
One of them, 


a 'cello, wns sold In the early years of the 
century to Sir William Curtis. Itwas put 
up at 600 guineas and bought in at S80 
guineas. In 1872 tho instrument belonged 
to the Kev. A. II. Bridges, who showed it 
in the. loan exhibition of that year. 


lu Stradlvai'iusandGuarunrius del JOSH 


we reach the zenith of perfection in violin 
making. Tho Guarnerius family, like tha 
Amatis, consisted of several distinct mak- 
ers, whoso work is often confused. 
They 


oil form an important branch of the Cro- 
mona school, but when violinists speak of 
a Guarnerius they moan au instrument by 
tho last of tho race — to wit, tho Joseph 
Unarnerlns who was born in 1687 and 
who is designated "dsl Jesu," from tho 
curious habit ho had of putting a cross and 
the letters "I. H. fe." on his labels. 
Guarnerius del Jesu stands next to »Stra- 
divarlus himself as tho greatest violin 
maker tho world has ever seen, and it is 
with him that tlio art may bo said to have 
died. — Cornhill Magazine. 


When the Day Will Ke D Month lMn~. 
Do you know that tho day, which Is now 


only 0 I hours long, is slowly Increasing in 
length, aud that it will eventually ba 25, 
2C or oven 1UO hours in length? This 
statement, strango as it may sound to one 
who has never read the results of observa- 
tions irado on that score, is believed to be 
true in o' ery respect. Not only will the 
earth's motion slow up until the day will 
bo one, two aud tlireo times as long as it 
is at prebtmt, but this pace slackening proc- 
ess will increase with time, until the day 
will eventually bo a week orevou a month 
in length. 
Tho "retarding medium," 


which the astronomers speak of as being 
the cause of this phenomena, is not fully 
understood at present. Professor Ball says 
that it is the friction of tho tides which is 
responsible for the most of it. 
He urges 


that the time will come whon the day will 
bo a full year In length! Others among 
the investigators along this lino declare 
that it will be absolutely impossible for 
this day lengthening process to increase 
beyond one lunar mouth. 


This certainly looks plausible if wo con- 


sider tha tides as being the cause of the 
trouble.. However, Professor Ball, who 
has long boon astronomer royal of Ireland 
a'nd the greatest British authority on as- 
tronomy, knows just about whereof ho 
hpeaks, and if he says tho day must even- 
tually lengthen a year we had better pro- 
pane for the nightles& season without ask- 
ing any questions.— Ht. Louis Kopubhc.

Salt Glazed Stoneware. 


The Albany Times-Union says. "Few of 


tho many Albanians who daily handle the 
salt glazed storjawaue jugs and crocks in 
common use today know that tho oradlo 
of industry in America was here In our 
own city and that the pioneer of this in- 
ductry,1 on this side of the Atlantic, was 
Paul Cushman, grandfather of the genial 
Colonel Harry C. Cushman, BO well known 
to the present generation of Albanians. 
Paul Cnshman was of sturdy Puritan 
stock, his ancestors having been among 
those who chartered tho Mayflower and 
established the colony of Plymouth, in 
Massachusetts. Mr. Cushman ciimo to Al-

A 
number of them are still retained in the 
Cushman family, where they ore highly 
prized as family relics."

Nomination la Assured.

Gould Lose All the Contested Delegates,

11 ion Only Assists Him. 


Washington, May 18.—Gen. Grosvenor 


gave out his final bulletin last night. 
In it he said: ''Last week closed the 
election of delegates to the St. Louis 
convention, and McKinley was en- 
dorsed by all the states which ex- 
pressed an opinion during the week: 
Washington, Wyoming, West Virginia 
and North Carolina. The free silver 
states, of course, refused the endorse- 
ment of McKi aley, and their delegates 
are nninstruccd as to persons, but they 
have received peremptory orders as to 
principles. There are now elected 918 
delegates, but four in Arizona, four in 
New Mexico and four in Oklahoma 
must depend upon the'futnre action of 
the national convention for seats in 
that body, the official call authorizing1 
them to elect only two delegates in eaoh 
of the territories. The following states 
have elected either solid McKinley 
delegations or delegations with a ma- 
jority of McKinley men, »o that it may 
be conceded t hat McKinley's followers) 
will control these states, to wit: Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, California, Connecti- 
cut, Arizona, Florida, Georgia, Illinois, 
Indiana, Kansas, Maryland, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Mississippi, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, New Jersey, North Carolina, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Oregon, South 
Carolina, South Dakota, Tennessee, 
Vermont, Virginia, Washington, West 
Virginia, \Visseonsin, Wyoming and the 
territories of New Mexico and Oklaho- 
ma. Only three of these states have 
contests for the entire delegations, and 
throwing them out, there would be left 
twenty-nine McKinley states and terri- 
tories to elect members of the commit- 
tee on credentials." 


; No Way To Defeat Him, 


Gen, Grosvenor figures up a total of. 


593 votes for McKinley, including, how- 
ever, some that are contested, and in 
respect of this he says: "If all the con- 
tested delegates in all the states which 
are for MeKi nicy are thrown out and 
the votes of the contesting delegates 
given solidly to some other candidate 
it will not effect the result. I stand by 
my estimate of more than two weeks 
ago, that if there shall be a complete 
roll call McKinley will receive 600 
votes." In conclusion, Gen. Grosvenor 
says: "The support accorded to Gov. 
McKinley in the country at large has 
greatly been intensified during the 
week, and strong assurances of sup- 
port have come from men who up to this 
time have supported other candidates, 
The attack upon McKinley emanating 
from New York upon the question of 
money has aroused a great deal of bit- 
ter feeling among the distinguished re- 
publicans in the east—men who believe 
that when the fight has been fairly 
made and triumphantly won by one 
candidate the friends of other candi- 
dates should not join to weaken the 
victor before the people.

Berlin, May 18.—The approaching 


presidential campaign in the United 
States is exciting unusual 
interest 


throughout Germany, particularly in 
the manufacturing centres, in conse- 
quence of the prospect that McKinley 
will be successful in securing the nomi- 
nation in the republican convention 
with more than even chances of his 
election. 
McKinley's success in the 


election next fall is greatly dreaded 
here as his election would be regarded 
as an inevitable return to extreme pro- 
tection in the United States. In an 
article on the subject the North Ger- 
man 'Gazette ascribes McKinley's re- 
newed popularity in the states to the 
fact that the masses are realizing by 
experience that the democratic party 
during their present administration of 
government have been unable to 
achieve the economic wonders which 
were so freely promised in the last 
presidential campaign. The Vossische 
Zeitung laments the deep wounds 
which McKinleyism has inflicted upon 
trade and exchange and expresses fear 
that McKinley's chances of success are 
only too brilliant The Berlin Post 
discusses at length the possibilities of 
a reaction from the present drift of 
McKinleyism in the United States, es- 
pecially if Cleveland should allow him- 
self to be persuaded to accept ths 
democratic candidacy for a third term. 
Criticism for an American Chief Justice, 


The All-Deutschen Blatter, a journal 


most advanced in colonial jingoism, 
waxes wroth in behalf of the German 
planter Bulow against the action of the 
American chief justice of Samoa, H. C. 
Ide, in refusing to deal with certain 
complaints made by Bulow against na- 
tive Samoans because the charges were 
lodged in the German language, which 
Judge Ide does not understand. Pursu- 
ing the subject the paper remarks that 
the Germans in Samoa pay more than 
two-thirds of Judge Ide's salary and de- 
mands that the German government 
intervene to the end of securing fair 
treatment for Germans coming under 
his jurisdiction. 


Bismarck In Fairly Good Health. 


Prince Bismarck continues to be in 


fair health and high spirits and re- 
ceives at intervals as formerly. It is 
necessary, however, that the number 
of visitors should be greatly restricted, 
for if he should receive all who express 
desire to call and pay their respects to 
him the time of the aged ex-chancellor 
would be wholly occupied with recep- 
tions.

one henceforth to include a copy of the 
Cologne Gazette among the newspa- 
pers brought to any of his castles or 
residences or to have a copy of that 
paper in his possession while within 
the precincts of such castles or resi- 
dences. This prohibition is evidently 
in consequence of the recent publica- 
tion of articles in the Gazette which 
were inspired by the officials of the
